In an editorial Jan. 22 the 


Arkansas Democrat pointed out 
that the new bill authorizing a 
toll highway down the western 
edge of Arkansas, which has 
passed the Senate, differs from 
an enactment in 1967 in that the 
new measure could conceivably 
damage the financial support of 
all the state's highways. 


Former Rep. Talbot Feild, Jr., 


forwarded me a copy of the 
Democrat article in case I had 
missed seeing it— and I had, 
indeed, missed it. 


What the Democrat points out 


is that the old bill, Act 43 of 1967, 
required, (1) an engineering 
study to determine whether a toll 
road would be self-sustaining 
and, (2) the project must be 
financed entirely by private 
investment. The Democrat's 
editorial spells this out in a single 
paragraph: 


"The turnpike project 


and its indebtedness in- 
curred therefor will be

But the current bill, SB 55 of 


1971, puts potential State High- 
way Department funds behind 
the toll road. 


The Democrat quotes S.B. 55 of 


1967 as follows: 


"The construction of a 


turnback project can be 
financed from the pro- 
ceeds of revenue bonds and 
other available funds." 
The "other available funds," 


in case the toll revenue falls 
short, continues the Democrat 
editorial, "will come from the 
State Highway Department. 
Senate Bill 55 ingeniously 
provides a lease arrabgenent 
whereby once the Toll Authority 
builds the toll road it will lease it 
to the State Highway Depart- 
mftnt to operate and maintain." 


If you, like your editor, have

Rail Strikes 
Still Threat 
to Nation

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


no indications of a settlement in 
sight, President Nixon and Con- 
gress soon may be looking down 
the barrel again of a threatened 
nationwide rail strike. 


Nixon has until Feb. 15 to sub- 


mit a report to Congress on the 
dispute, along with his recom- 
mendations for settlement. And 
Congress has until March 1, 
when a legislated strike morato- 
rium ends and the unions will be 
free to act. 


There have been talks in the 


past few weeks involving both 
the Railway Clerks, largest of 
the involved unions, and United 
Transportation Union, but there 
have been few reports of prog- 
ress.

before a verdict of libel can be 
returned, but the state Supreme 
Court said that the rule of 
malice cannot be applied to 
news reports of judicial pro- 
ceedings. 


Associate Justice Frank Holt 


said in today's opinion that ex- 
act reporting can be expected 
in every instance on judicial 
proceedings. 


"Court records are available; 


and, insofar as reports of in- 
progress proceedings are con- 
cerned the threat of a libel 
prosecution emanates only from 
incompetent reporting," 
Holt 


wrote. 


He said that fear of a costly 


lawsuit for inaccurately, though 
honestly, reporting matters con- 
cerning public officials would 
discourage the exercise of the 
degree of freedom which the 
Constitution guarantees to the 
press, "especially in matters 
where even good faith investiga- 
tive efforts cannot assure abso- 
lute accuracy." In such cases, 
proof of malice would be a pre- 
requisite to recover damages 
from those whose reports were 
challenged, he said. 


"Since it is always possible 


for a report of a judicial pro- 
ceeding to be complete, im- 
partial and accurate, we decline 
to engraft the actual malice re- 
quirement onto our present rule, 
regardless of the notoriety of 
the subject matter of partici- 
pants involved in the judicial 
proceedings," the state court 
held.

Frank Borman on ABC—gave 
some extra authority to the cov- 
erage of lift-off. Unfortunately, 
none of them was still around to 
help when the networks were 
patching together their emer- 
gency coverage of the docking 
problem.

nials, like ice shows. Jack Cas- 
sidy, the enthusiastic ringmas- 
ter, brought on the usual tra- 
peze and wire acts, the acro- 
bats, the lions, bears, elephants 
and clowns.

Quandary: To Eat 


Or Not Eat Fish

A two-way push, pro and 


con, is going for the sale of 
fish. It is felt particularly in 
the 
meals-away-from-home 


business. 


First, heart specialists and 


nutritionists are urging peo- 
ple, particularly men, to 
learn to eat and enjoy fish 
because of its polyunsaturat- 
ed fat, which is said to help 
in the prevention of heart 
disease. More and more men 
are now following this ad- 
vice. 


Then, out of the blue, 


comes the removal of mil- 
lions of cans of polluted tuna 
fish from the market. Al- 
though the Food and Drug 
Administration swears that 
despite the fact 23 per cent of 
all samples tested have con- 
tained excessive amounts of 
mercury, there is no danger. 
It is not a health hazard, 
they state. 


Even so, the popular tuna 


sandwich is quickly disap- 
pearing from the l u n c h 
counter menu. 


The frozen Pacific sword- 


fish gets into the mercury 
act, too. The FDA is with- 
drawing a large percentage 
of the frozen fish from the 
market. So where does that 
leave our increasing seafood 
restaurants. 


Edmund Lillys, a knowl- 


edgeable judge of fish qual- 
ity and also owner of the 
renowned Gloucester House 
on East 50 Street in New 
York, is worried about pres- 
ent and future business. 


"So many things today af- 


fect business adversely we 
can't tell exactly what is 
happening over this latest 
fish 
contamination 
scare. 


But we do know everyone 
sesms frightened. They are 
constantly talking about the 
mercury in fish," Lillys ex- 
plains. 


Higher prices, economic 


slowdown and increasing un- 
employment are some of the 
other adverse circumstances. 


"Fish is a nervous busi- 


ness. Weather affects it, par- 
ticularly snow. Right now, 
besides worry over mercury 
in fish, we have another 
problem. C r i m e in the 
streets. Our luncheon busi- 
ness is a sell-put. But fewer 
people, are willing t,9:ic,ojme 
out at night, fearing mugg- 
ings and holdups, even on 
East 50th St., one of the 
safest in the city," he re- 
ports. 


"So we can't tell exactly 


what the effect of the mer- 
cury scare has on our sales. 
There are too many other 
things at the same time. But 
people keep asking about 
swordfish, for example, even 
though ours is not frozen and 
comes from off Virginia, not 
the Pacific. People feel 
something is wrong, though 
they don't fully understand. 
I think we are now becoming 
acutely aware of pollution. 
Pollution of our food. This 
certainly doesn't help busi- 
ness, not eyen ours, despite 
our reputation for the finest 
fresh fish obtainable." 


Steadily rising prices for 


fish in eating places is also 
hurting business. 


"Prices must go up. There 


is no greater amount of fish 
being brought to market. Yet 
there are many more cus- 
tomers today because wives 
are 
cautioning their hus- 


bands to eat fish for lunch. 
For their hearts sake, as the 
doctors warn. So the men 
order fish at a restaurant. 
They don't particularly like 
it. But gradually fish is bet- 
ter prepared and then they 
begin to enjoy it. So we build 
up a new line of customers. 
But there will not be more 
fish available. So the prices 
must go up." 


Lillys, a Greek born in 


Istanbul, was raised in the 
fish business. He sees many 
changes ahead in the Ameri- 
can life style. He is active 
among leading 
restaurant 


groups.

Baseball Hall 
of Fame Open 
to Oldtimers

doors of Baseball's Hall of 
Fame swung open today for sev- 
en old timers elected by a veter- 
ans' committee after the regu- 
lar ballot of the Baseball Writ- 
ers Association of America had 
failed last month to name any 
moderns to the shrine.

"I was surprised," said Hoop- 


er, now 83. "I've been eligible 
for this honor for 40 years. Nat- 
urally, most all the people who 
ever saw me play are dead, so 
it's pretty hard to get in."

though Switzerland and Italy 
wound up with top honors in the 
1971 World Bobsled Champion- 
ship, bobsled officials noted to- 
day that there were more losers 
than winners in the 13-day tour- 
ney. 


Thirty-one accidents, one fa- 


tal, turned this championships 
into the most accident-prone 
since World War II. Only 12 
four-man crews out of a sched- 
uled 26 concluded the champion- 
ship. Many 
of them were

In the last day of competition 


Sunday, Rene Stadler cracked 
all records on the 1,540-meter 
course to drive Switzerland one 
to victory in the four-man event. 


It was Switzerland's first gold 


medal in 14 years, ever since 
Hans Zoller grabbed the four- 
man title in St. Moritz in 1957. It 
was also a dramatic setback for 
the Italians who should know 
their home course. 


Oddly, both titles were award- 


ed after two heats, instead of 
the scheduled four. The interna- 
tional jury dropped two in both 
events because of bad weather.

first two heats of the four-man 
brought official protests from 
Switzerland, Germany, Britain 
and Canada.

Dear Reader—Rheumatoid 


arthritis is an inflammation 
of the joints that causes 
swelling. 


A joint isn't just a junction 


of two bones. The ends of 
the bones are enclosed in a 
membrane or capsule filled 
with fluid. We call this the 
joint space. Tips of the bones 
within the joint space are 
covered with cartilage. Rheu- 
matoid arthritis causes in- 
flammation 
of the 
entire 


joint space, causing pain and 
swelling of the joint. As the 
inflammation progresses it 
damages the cartilage and 
destroys the normal 
joint 


structure, leading to major 
deformities. The range of 
motion of the bones involved 
in the inflamed joint may be 
limited, 
causing 
an 
indi- 


vidual to be disabled. 


Rheumatoid 
a r t h r i t i s 


should not be confused with 
degenerative arthritis which 
is usually related to wear 
and tear associated with in- 
creasing age. 
Rheumatoid 


arthritis is fairly common 
and occurs often in young 
adults. The average age at 
onset is 35 years. It is three 
times as common in women 
as in men. About five million 
people in the United States 
have this problem 
and it 


occurs throughout the world. 


Rheumatoid arthritis 
af- 


fects the whole body, not just 
the joints. Often it begins 
subtly as mild attacks of 
fatigue 
and 
stiffness 
and 


soreness. T h e s e 
episodes 


may go away and then re- 
cur, 
gradually 
becoming 


more severe. The swelling 
becomes 
more 
persistent. 


There may be nodules near 
the joints. Fever is common 
and an anemia may occur. 


The disease often has re- 


missions for long periods of 
time. This makes it difficult 
to be certain that any treat-

BOSTON (AP) - The Boston 


Bruins are proud of their high- 
scoring attack, and getting a lit- 
tle bit fed up with uncomplimen- 
tary remarks about their defen- 
sive play. 


"Sure, offense is our bread 


and butter, but we can play a 
lot of defense when we have to," 
Boston Coach Tom Johnson said 
Sunday after the Bruins over- 
whelmed the St. Louis Blues 6-0 
in a nationally televised game, 
interrupted by the moon space 
shot. 


The Bruins moved six points 


in front of the New York Rang- 
ers, while still holding a game 
in hand in the East Division 
race. In other action, Los An- 
geles tied New York 2-2, Minne- 
sota defeated California 7-1, 
Buffalo whipped Vancouver 6-1, 
Philadelphia downed Detroit 3-1, 
and Chicago edged Montreal 4-1. 


"We scored six goals, but I 


was more impressed by our 
play on defense," Johnson said. 
"We were a lot tighter and 
showed that we can play defen- 
sively as well as anyone. In 
fact, we play better hockey 
when we play defense. That 
only helps to make more scor- 
ing chances." 


Veteran 
Eddie 
Johnston 


earned his second shutout of the 
season, kicking out 23 shots, as 
the Bruins dominated the Blues 
and fashioned their 17th straight 
home victory, just five under 
the NHL record set by Boston's 
1929-30 team. 


Center Phil Esposito scored 


his 45th goal and added two as- 


sists in boosting his league-scor- 
ing lead to 96 points in just 49 
games. Esposito, who set the 
record of 126 points two years 
ago, is being chased by defense- 
man 'Bobby Orr, a talented 
teammate with 82 points. 


Orr, hockey's Mr. Everything 


last season when he topped the 
league with 120 points, scored 
his 21st and 22nd goals and 
picked up his 60th assist. 


Other Boston scorers were 


Wayne Cashman, rookie Reggie 
Leach and Derek Sanderson. 


While the Bruins were man- 


handling the Blues, their closest 
challengers in the NHL's East 
Division, the Rangers, were set- 
tling for a 2-2 deadlock with Los 
Angeles, although they outshot 
the Kings 38-22.

est but most satisfying triumph 
went to that miracle man of the 
track circuit, Dr. Delano Meri- 
wether. 


Liquori, 
Villanova's Olym- 


pian, opened the weekend with a 
4:00.6 mile victory Friday night 
at the 64th Wanamaker-Millrose 
Games in New York but the 
near-capacity crowd was disap- 
pointed that the magic 4-min- 
ute-mark didn't fall. 


"I'm not worried about time," 


said Liquori. "Just winning." 


It was his llth straight suc- 


cess in New York's Madison 
Square Garden. Liquori, bogged 
down with a slow 3:05.5 three- 
quarters, pulled out all stops in 
the final 440 yards, going 55.1 to 
just miss the magic figure, one 
that has never been broken in 
the history of the Millrose. 


Pearce of Texas-El 
Paso, 


came up with the meet's out- 
standing performer award, cap- 
turing the two-mile run in Mill- 
rose record time of 8:36.4, bet- 
tering by .8 of a second the 
record of George Young. 


The young Aussie, co-world 


record holder at that distance, 
came back in Boston Saturday 
night, winning in 8:38.2. Both 
times he beat ex-Yale ace 
Frank Shorter. 


And in Boston, the New En- 


gland folks saw for the first 
time the incredible speed of the 
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good doctor Meriwether, who 
took up track less than a year 
ago at the advanced age of 27. 


Meriwether, who sports yel- 


low swim trunks, a white hospi- 
tal shirt and matching yellow 
and white suspenders when he 
runs, thrilled the 9,444 fans with 
a come-from-behind triumph in 
the 50-yard dash, nipping U.S. 
Army Capt. Mel Fender at the 
tape in 5.3, tying the meet 
record. 


Meriwether, a hematologist at 


the Baltimore Cancer Research 
Center, 
was 
awarded 
the 


Games' top performer award 
for his victory, his second in 
five indoor meets. He has fin- 
ished second twice and 
fifth 


once. 


The doctor, who runs without 


a coach, is a noted poor starter, 
due to his lack of training. "I'm 
working on it but its still terri- 
ble." 


Terrible or not, he has im- 


pressed athletes and fans alike 
on the indoor circuit and draws 
these raves: "Unbelievable," 
says Tom Von Ruden, U.S. 
1500-meter Olympian. 


"I'm sorry I'm not running 


anymore," says John Carlos, 
another Olympian and sprints 
record-holder. "I think he's the 
only .one that could challenge 
me." 


Other winners at the Millrose 


games were Marcus Walker of 
Colorado, who upset four-time 
Millrose champ Willie Daven- 
port in the 60-yard high hurdles 
and Jim Green of Kentucky, an 
eyelash winner over Dr. Meri- 
wether in the 60-yard dash.

Porsche to the closest victory 
ever in the Daytona 24-hour 
race.

The only smile 
he 
flashed 
after 
Sunday's 


triumph, his fourth at Daytona, 
was when he said he finds it 
easier to communicate 
with 


Oliver than with Kinnunen, who 
speaks no English. 


Yet he and Oliver had per- 


formed a near miracle in win- 
ning this latest edition of the 
longest and most demanding 
race in the Western world. And 
he should have been floating on 
cloud nine, as Oliver was. 


"They 
get 
harder 
every 


year," said Mexico City's No. 1 
citizen. "But I'm not at all sur- 
prised that we won. That's what 
we came here to do." 


Rodriguez flashed past a Fer- 


rari dirven by Ronnie Bucknum 
for Porsche's second straight 24; 
hour victory here. It put the 
German factory in command 
again in the 1971 drive for the 
world championship of makes— 
a circuit it dominated last year 
by winning all but one of the 10 


events. 


Rodriguez and Oliver, divid- 


ing the driving chores about 
equally, had built up a lead of 
213 miles at one point in the 
race. But trouble struck with 
about three hours ''-ft when the 
car's transmission 
failed 
as 


Oliver was motoring around 
with not a care in the world. 


Two Ferraris—the one driven 


alternately 
by Bucknum and 


Tony Adamowicz of 
Wilton, 


Connm, and another under com- 
mand of two-time U.S. road rac- 
ing champion Mark Donohue 
and David Gobbs of England- 
had survived the long night but 
were out of it as long as the 
Porsche held together. 


Oliver brought the powder- 


blue car into the pit and he and 
Rodriguez spent an agonizing 93 
minutes watching their lead 
wiped out as crewmen feverish- 
ly made repairs. 


Bucknum gained the lead 70 


minutes from the end and Do- 
nohue pulled into striking dis- 
tance before crew chief John 
Wyer could get the Porsche roll- 
ing again. 
Rodriguez bolted 


back to the course a half mile 
behind Bucknum, whose Ferrari 
was spitting fire and having 
trouble 
getting 
through 
the 


turns. 


The Mexican hotshot needed 


less than two laps around the 
3.81-mile layout to catch Buck- 
num and he never was in seri- 
ous trouble again. 


Donohue and Hobbs drove 


brilliantly to a third-place finish 
despite more than an hour in 
the pits at one point to repair 
body damage suffered in a 
wreck.

raeli raiders "virtually walked 
into an ambush." The guerrillas

casualties, 
the 


sources said. 


The Israeli Command said the 


other target was the village of 
Kafer Kela, just west of the Up- 
per Galilee town of Metulla, and 
sources in Israel 
said two 


houses used as guerrilla recruit-

were destroyed 


there. 


The sources said there was lit- 


tle resistance there and that the 
Israelis moved an Arab family 
out before destroying one house. 


Metulla has been the target of 


several guerrilla attacks recent- 
ly, the latest Friday night. The 
military spokesman said 10 Is- 
raeli settlements have been at- 
tacked from Lebanon since Jan. 
10. 


Yasir Arafat, leader of Al Fa- 


tah guerrilla organization and 
titular head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization of all 
guerrilla groups, reportedly told 
Premier Saeb Salam four weeks 
ago that the raids from Leba- 
nese territory would cease. 


Violence continued today in 


the occupied Gaza Strip, where 
44 pounds of explosive con- 


cealed in a tire went off in the 
central post office in Gaza City 
at 9 a.m., wounding 61 Arabs. 
The post office was badly dam- 
aged. 


The lobby of the building was 


filled with employes waiting for 
their paychecks. One witness 
said he saw something smoking 
behind the counter just before 
the explosion. 


Israeli newspapers reported

Gambrell Is 
Likely to Get 
Russell's Post

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Gov. 


Jimmy Carter names a succes- 
sor to the late Sen. Richard B. 
Russell today and sources indi- 
cated his choice was David 
Gambrell, 40, an Atlanta attor- 
ney and chairman of the state 
Democratic party. 


Carter would neither confirm 


nor deny the report. He said 
only that he was "confident that 
the man I choose will serve the 
people of Georgia." 


Gambrell said any comment 


on the appointment would have 
to come from Carter. 


The speculation -centering on 


Gambrell, who has been consid- 
ered among the front runners 
for the post since Russell's 
death Jan. 21, was intensified 
when it was learned that he met 
Sunday with the governor.

viewed as a tossup between 
Gambrell and another Atlanta 
attorney, Charles Kirbo, 52, the 
governor's chief of staff. 


At least a dozen others had 


been mentioned as contenders. 


The appointment is to fill the 


unexpired portion of Russell's 
term. The Georgian, dean and 
president pro tern of the Senate, 


was elected to a six-year term 
in 1966. 


Carter was scheduled to an- 


nounce the appointment at a 1 
p.m. EST news conference in 
the state House of Representa- 
tives. 


He said the new senator later 


would fly with him to Washing- 
ton and added that he hoped ar- 
rangements could be made to 
administer the oath of office on 
Tuesday. 


Rotktfeller 
Asks rax Hike 
of tl .1 Billion

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller blamed 
the federal government for New 
York's fiscal problems today as 
he requested a record round of 
tax increases totaling $1.11 bil- 
lion to help finance a proposed 
state budget of $8.45 billion. 


The Republican governor told 


the OOP-controlled legislature 
that he had no choice except to 
recommend higher taxes, be- 
cause Washington apparently 
was not going to come through 
on time with the federal reve- 
nue-sharing program. 


Required by state law to 


present 
a 
balanced budget, 


Rockefeller 
said 
the state's 


present revenue system could 
not come even close to absorb- 
ing the $1.53 billion "obligatory" 
spending increase he faced. 


Accordingly, he recommend- 


ed: 


—A 10 per cent surcharge on 


the state's income tax, plus 
higher brackets for upper-in- 
come taxpayers and elimination 
of cash credits that all taxpay- 
ers now are allowed to deduct. 


—A one percentage point in- 


crease in the state's three per 
cent sales tax. That would raise 
the maximum rate in the state 
to seven per cent, 
because 


many communities also levy lo- 
cal sales taxes of up to three 
per cent. 


—Increases of one cent on the 


gasoline tax, now seven cents a 
gallon; three cents on ciga- 
rettes, now 12 cents a package; 
10 cents a fifth on liquor, now 45 
cents. Fees for motor-vehicle 
registrations would be raised an 
average of 50 per cent. 


—A boost of about 30 per cent 


in taxes on the earnings of cor- 
porations, utilities and banks. 


Rockefeller said New York 


had run into financial trouble 
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because 
it 
was 
not 
getting 


enough help from Washington, 
and hr -vanned that "we could 
witness—this year—a disastrous 
deterioration of public services" 
unless the federal government 
responds. 


At the same time, he indicat- 


ed that part of the tax package 
might be withdrawn if Washing- 
ton did produce. He described 
his fiscal plan as "a stopgap, 
crisis budget subject to revision 
when Congress enacts a mean- 
ingful federal aid plan through 
revenue sharing." 


The governor's tax-and-spend- 


ing plan now will be subjected 
to critical scrutiny, and prob- 
able revision, by the legislature. 
The objective will be to reach 
an agreement by the April 1 
start of the state's fiscal year. 
International 
Conference of

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Rev. J. F. Cooley of North Lit- 
tle Rock said Sunday night that 
it would be "most unfortunate" 
if the Arkansas Senate did not 
confirm the appointment of Eli- 
jah Coleman of Pine Bluff to 
the Arkansas State Universi- 
ty Board of Trustees. 


Coleman, a Negro who is al- 


so executive director of the Ar- 
kansas Council on Human Rela- 
tions, was appointed to the 
board by former Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller but has not been 
confirmed by the Senate. The 
appointment 
is expected 
to 


come up this week. 


A group of East Arkansas 


legislators met with Gov. Dale 
Bumpers last week and report- 
edly asked the governor to go 
along with possible Senate re- 
jection of Coleman's appoint- 
ment. 


One legislator said Coleman 


was not wanted on the board 
because he was a "contro- 
versial figure." 


Cooley said he hoped Bump- 


ers "would not yield to the tac- 
tics of the East Arkansas legis- 
lators." He said he had faith in 
the Bumpers administration 
and hoped the governor would 
not be influenced by "segrega- 
tionists and racists." 


Several legislators said last 


week they thought Bumpers 
would appoint another Negro to 
the ASU board if Coleman is 
not confirmed. 


State Rep. J. B. Smith of 


Marianna said Sunday night 
that if Coleman is rejected, 
Lacy Kennedy, a well-knoWn 
East Arkansas funeral home 
operator would be named to the 
post. Kennedy is a Negro. 


Kennedy, who operates fu- 


neral homes in Marianna, For- 
rest City and Wynne, said Sun- 
day night he had heard a 
rumor that he was in line for 
the board post if Coleman is re- 
jected, 
but has 
not 
been 


contacted by the Bumpers ad- 
ministration. 


Coleman said Sunday that a 


member of the legislature had 
promised him a position on an- 
other state board if he would 
resign from the ASU post. He 
would not reveal 
the 
legis- 


lator's name, but did say that 
one of the positions offered was 
on the Arkansas AM&N Board 
of Trustees. Coleman said he 
turned down the offer. 


"That would be the same old 


thing of appointing black people 
to watch over black people," 
Coleman said. 


Cooley said that only black 


people who were approved by a 
"certain group" of whites were 
appointed to positions of respon- 
sibility in government. 
"It's 


about time some people were 
appointed that meant some- 
thing to black people," Cooley 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


growing controversy over feder- 
al revenue sharing is likely to 
demonstrate, more clearly than 
any other recent issue, the ex- 
tent to which Congress' power is 
the power of its committees— 
and of the chairmen. 


President Nixon's proposal to 


steer $5 billion in federal funds 
to the states, without strings, al- 
ready has brought him to an 
eye-to-eye 
confrontation with 


one of the strongest, Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 


And the companion proposal 


for $11 billion in only generally 
restricted block grants was re- 
ceived with chilly skepticism by 
Chairman George H. Mahon, D- 
Tex., whose House Appropria- 
tions Committee has the major 
say on spending. 


Except under extraordinary 


circumstances, no 
legislation 


gets to the floor of either cham- 
ber until it has been worked 
over and approved by a com- 
mittee. 


The House committees likely 


to scrutinize portions of the Nix- 
on plan—when he spells out the 
details and sends up legislation 
Ways 
and 
Means; 
Appro- 


priations; Banking, which han- 
dles housing legislation; Educa- 
tion and Labor; Commerce; Ju- 
diciary, and Agriculture. 


The chairmen of all these are 


products of the seniority sys- 
tem. Accordingly, all are Demo- 
crats with long service, and all 
but one are from the South. But 
they vary considerably in their 
methods and the degree of influ- 
ence they exert on their com- 
mittees. 


All enjoy much built-in lever- 


age, notably on the scheduling 
of legislative hearings. Mills, 
for example, already has said 
there will be no revenue-sharing 
hearings until late this year. 


The Arkansas tax expert is an 


acknowledged master of getting 
legislation passed—and blocking 
legislation he doesn't like. 


He says frankly he will pot 


bring out a bill he knows the 
House will not pass. He has al- 
most never been proved wrong 
in part because he does not 
hesitate to change his own posi- 
tion, as he did in the case of 
medicare, when he detects an 
overwhelming 
trend 
in 
the 


House. 


Mills takes care of his col- 


leagues, Republican as well as 
Democratic, on secondary bills 
in which they have an interest. 
Such consideration and the fact 
most Ways and Means members 
are generally conservative, as 
he is, helps him keep a handy 
working majority. 


Like Mills, Mahon presides 


over a committee 
composed 


mostly of fiscal conservatives, 
as he is. Appropriations, with 55 
members, is the biggest com- 
mittee in Congress. It does most 
of its work through subcommit- 
tees, whose chairmen are pow- 
ers in their own right—but Ma- 
hon names them. 


He works harmoniously with 


the ranking Republican, Frank 
T. Bow of Ohio. When time 
comes to defend their product 
on the floor, committeemen 
from both sides of the aisle gen- 
erally unite. The House seldom 
makes major changes in an ap- 
propriation bill, despite frequent 
efforts by liberals to boost the 
figures for social programs and 
by conservatives to cut them. 


In sharp contrast to these 


committees, Banking is split up 
the middle, and not entirely on 
party lines. Republicans and 
Southern Democrats often get 
together, as they do on the 
House floor, and different issues 
produce different divisions. 


Chairman Wright Patman of 


Texas, out of the old grassroots 
Populist 
tradition, 
slowly 


climbed the seniority ladder to 
reach the top post at age 69 and 
then gave full rein to his low-in- 
terest, anti-big-bank principles. 


Committee members, object- 


ing among other things to what 
they said were investigations 
launched without prior consulta- 
tion, curbed his powers some- 
what. But the committee from 
time to time ties itself up in 
wrangles from which Patman is

The Democrats, mostly liber-

Accordingly most legis- 
lation it produces is embroiled 
in controversy and is frequently 
altered by amendments adopted 
on the floor. 


The Judiciary r.mmittee, all
